MESSAGE FROM THE PRINCIPAL

ion in the case of the John L. Forster Collegiate Institute. We have but to note the 
success of our Drama Festival, our winning Cheerleading and senior Girls Basketball 
teams, our Band’s performances at the Music Festival and at the Cleary, our controver- 
sial school newspaper the Sparticle, our Cadet Corps, our Chocolate Bar Drive — indeed 
the list goes on and on.

Valedictory Address 


Mr. Krol, teachers, parents and friends, 


As we walked up on this stage today, many of us 
suddenly realized that this is the official end of 
our high school careers. Even though we may come 
back to Forster to visit or to watch plays or hear 
concerts, we are no longer a part of the school. We 
have made our contributions, large or small as they 
may be, and now we take our place as the newest rank 
of proud alumni. It is with mixed feelings that we 
accept this realization. We are sad to leave behind 
us such a full and rewarding five years, to say good- 
bye to the familiar buildings, teachers and friends 
who were our whole life during high school; but al- 
ready we have embarked upon new careers. Some of us are continuing our education in universi- 
ties, community colleges and teachers’ colleges, while others have realized part of their 
aims by taking their place in the working world. Already the vivid details of high school 
life are fading into the past, to become but a happy memory, as we are absorbed more and more 
into our new lives. Even as one foot is seeking out new fields to explore and conquer, the 
other is eager to join it. 

But before we put away our high school life forever and take on the heavier responsibili- 
ties of adulthood, let us enjoy this day as the climax and summation of the past five years. 
Today we are the stars and the heroes, for today is our Commencement. Today, Forster’s motto 
‘Meret qui laborat” comes true for us, because here we reap the rewards of five years of 
hard work. Those of us who have gained tangible awards for our achievements are very grate- 
ful to the donors, but the intangible reward of a high school education is the most valuable 
prize of all. 

Today, it is our opportunity to say thank you to the people who have helped us reach this 
day; our teachers, our parents, our friends. If we are proud of our accomplishments today, 
so must they be. Our parents have made it financially possible for us to attend five years 
of high school; they have provided the inspiration for us to want a good education, and they 
have encouraged us to keep working and striving whenever we lost our ambition. Their faith 
in us is justified today. 

So, also, our teachers must have had faith in us, to be able to instil within us the con- 
stant incentive to learn. The knowledge we have acquired will always be useful to us, and 
the educational maturity that we have gained will make us better businessmen, better scien- 
tists, and above all better people. Through English, History, and languages, the arts, we 
have learned to appreciate beauty and comprehend life. Through math, physics, and chemistry, 
the sciences, we have learned to question and to pursue both order and logic. Our teachers 
have permanently influenced us in our careers and fields of interest. 

But everything that we learned from our teachers was not serious. Our math teachers’ jokes 
are the ones we constantly retell — after all they were repeated so often we'll never forget 
them. And we'll always remember Mr. Heaton’s questioning attitude toward biology, ‘““Why do we 
learn this? ... Who knows? .. . Who cares?’’ 
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All the lessons we learned at Forster, however, were not from our teachers, or even in the 
classrooms. The intangible things we learned from our extra-curricular activities have helped 
to make us better citizens. We are more co-operative, reliable, and confident as a result of 
the effort we have put into our activities. We have proven our care and concern for others, 
through our united efforts for Easter Seals, Miles for Millions and Unicef. We have learned 
to work together as a team, toward a common goal, no matter whether that goal be a band con- 
cert, a drama club production, or a football game. We have also learned to enthusiastically 
support those who participated while we watched. 

Indeed we the class of 1968 have much to be proud of, for we leave great accomplishments 
behind us. In our senior years, we have watched the school grow both in size and in spirit. 
The physical growth was obvious, but that of the spirit was harder to measure. Do you remem- 
ber the ‘Principal of the Year Contest”? when we spent every spare minute signing cards with 
our name and Mr. Krol’s, — only to end up second? Or how about the assemblies we had this 
year which were so enthusiastically received — our dating game and Conquistador concerts? 

We have maintained Forster’s reputation for an excellent band and drama club and estab- 
lished a record of fine dances and formidable competition in Windsor’s Model U.N. By far the 
greatest achievement, however, the one for which the class of ’68 will be remembered was our 
football team, a team which took Forster into the finals for the first time in 30 years. The 
members of that team wrote 1968 in red letters in Forster’s history. 

We have indeed much to be proud of and much to be grateful for. As we leave today, each 
one of us going our separate ways, we take with us a part of Forster and the spirit of the 
class of ’68. In closing I’d like to quote from last year’s Spartalogue, a piece which I feel 
sums up the purpose and result of our years at Forster, 

“Keen mind, kind heart, gracious manner, 
We enter to learn and go forth to serve.”
